The applicant argues that Blum fails to provide working examples of use of a hvdrolvzed homopolvmer having the degree of 
hydrolysis as claimed, though the broad range dislcosed in Blum overlaps applicant's range. First, it should be noted that 
overlapping ranges are prima facie evidence of obviousness. Furthermore, the applicant points to examples from the 
specification to support the criticalitv of their claimed range. However, the examiner is not persuaded by this evidence, as these 
examples seem to show the criticality of the charge density, and not necessarily the criticality of the degree of hydrolysis, as there 
are no examples where only the degree of hydrolysis is different, while the charge density is essentially the same.
